ALAN JOHNSON, FORMER McGILL FOOTBALL STAR, WINS THE 

MILITARY CROSS FOR CAPT URING 16 GERMANS SINGLE-HANDED. 

KW taking prisoners fifteen (ieimau soldiers aud one lïeriuau offieer. Lient, (iodl'rey Alan 
.lohnson, Sei. \'2. former well known MeGiH athlete and prominent student leader, has just been 
awarded the Military t'ross, ueeordius to advices whieh reached tlie University yeslerday. Lieut', 
•lohnson accomplished the capture of the Germans by making use of the same presence of mind 
which used to stand him in such good stead when he captained the McGill football team on the 
gridiron hack in 1911. It was in the course of the recent operations on the Somme front after 
the Canadians had captured a German trench. Lieut. Johusou was called up with his Field Com- 
pany of Canadian Kngineers to assist in consolidating the position, and in erecting the neces- 
sary defences, those erected by the (iermans having been demolished by the Canadian artillery 
lire. Willie his men were engaged in this work, he. unaccompanied, unarmed and totally un- 
prepared for any hostile attack, proceeded to take a stroll through the former German works. 
Arrived in front of a former German dugout, he was surprised to see the head of a German 
officer appear at the door. Although he was without a weapon of any kind, .lohnson readily 
took in the situation, and making a motion towards his hip pocket., caused the German officer 
to throw up his hands in true • Kaine.rad" fashion. With the officer there surrendered fifteen 
soldiers who hail hidden in the dugout to escape the bombardment aud had been overlooked by 
the liritish soldiers in their eleauing-up process. 

Lieut. Johnson, besides playing football with the iMcGill team, was connected with various 
other undergraduate organizations, including the Student's! Union, of which he was vice-presi- 
dent, lie was president of the Football Club. Lieut. Johnson's home is in Ottawa, and he went 
overseas a year ago, aud since going to France has been attached to the 11th Field Company, 
Canadian Engineers.

of Ypres. I.t.-Col. Anderson was at- 
tached to the local staff before he en- 
listed, and Is n graduate of the Royal 
Military College 

Lieut. Col. T. V. Andsrson, Sei. '01. 
cdramandlng a detachment of the 
Canadian Engineers on the front, and 
previously mentioned in despatches 
of General French for distinguished 
conduct with the Canadians at the 
secolld battle of Ypres.

DID SPLENDID WORK.

OTTAWA, Jan. . B.— The Evening 
Journal prints the following from its 
correspondent In London: 

Lleut,-Colonel C. M. Edwards, of 
Ottawa, commander of the 38th Bat- 
talion, has been awarded by King 
George the Distinguished Service Or- 
der. The good news 'came to him 
Just, on the eve of a very welcome 
holiday leave to England after the 
recent heavy fighting. 

Eieut.-Coloncl Edwards is a past 
student of McGill, who has been in 
command of the 38th Battalion since 
it was organized in Ottawn shortly 
after war was declared. At the time 
of the formation of the First Univer- 
sities Company, this unit was origin- 
ally designated "D" Company of the 
38th, and as sucll went Into camp at 
Niagara on-the-Eake. I .lent. -Colon el 
Edwards at tills time came to Mont- 
real and inspected the McGill C. O, 
T. C. In the Craig Street Drill Hall. 

Eleut.t'olonel Edwards is an Ottawa 
man, and an old officer of the 43rd 
D.C.O.R., in which he originally en- 
listed as a private. Previous to the 
war be was Canadian sales manager 
for Watson and Todd, lumber export- 
ers, and is also a large stockholder of 
the W. 0, Edwards Co., lumbermen, 
Ottawa. Meut.-Col. Edwards' unit, 
the 38th, acted as a garrison battal- 
ion In Bermuda for a year before go- 
ing to France, where It has won laur- 
els, especially in the righting on the 
Somme. Recently he has been acting 
as brigadier-general of his brigade.

How keenly the loss of Lieut. Corin 
H. B. Cooper, Sci. '12. whose death 
of wounds was announced some weeks 
ago, was felt by his fellow-officers of 
the 178th Company, Royal Engineers, 
Is evidenced by the sentiments ex- 
pressed in a letter to ltev. Sydney 
Cooper, father of Lieut. Cooper, writ- 
ten by Capt. It. S. Mackelligan, or 
the R. E. The letter, a copy of which 
has been forwarded to Dean Adams, 
of the Faculty of Applied Science, 
was written shortly after Lieut. 
Cooper was wounded, and when he 
seemed to be on a fair way to re- 
covery. Later, however, erysipelas 
set in, aud Lieut. Cooper succumbed. 

The letter reads: 

"Vou will probably have heard from 
the War Office that your son has 
been wounded. He is doing well, and 
when I saw him this afternoon at the 
Casualty Clearing Station, was very 
cheerful, and not in much pain. He 
was taking his men up to work in a 
motor lorry, when a shell burst close 
to him. He Is not in any danger, 
and should, so the doctor tells me, 
get perfectly well in time. He has 
boen rather badly hit in the left an- 
kle, and has some other wounds 
about him which are not at all seri- 
ous. At present his left leg is in 
splints, and the doctors are quite op- 
timistic about It. I cannot tell you 
how sorry we all are about it, and 
the Company ran ill afford to lose 
even for a short time so good an of- 
ficer as your son is. 1 should like to 
tell you a little about the splendid 
work he did during the early part of 
the operations in July last. He was 
responsible for getting the roads for 
guns and transport through to Prl- 
court at the earliest moment pos- 
sible. The success of the operations 
depended very largely on this, and 
the magnificent way he carried it 
out, and the splendid example he set 
his men, won praise from everyone, 
and reflected great credit on the 
Company. Most of the work was car- 
ried out under heavy shell fire, and 
under great difficulties, and It. was 
solely due to the determination and 
high example of your son that the 
men were able to carry It out so suc- 
cessfully. We should be so pleased 
if you could let us know from time to 
time how he progresses. If there is 
anything more I can tell you, or do 
for Cooper, please let me know. I 
should be so glad to do anything I 
can. 

"II p.m. Someone has Just been 
over to see him, and says he is do- 
ing splendidly. Except for the ankle, 
there is really no need to worry."

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COLLEGE ACTIVITIES FIRST. 

It luis l«»ntr been a matter of common occurrence for students to 
declaim aboul a man's duty to liis University being before all else, 
Yet this excellent! theory works oui but poorly in practice.

They then consider that this 
is .sufficient to exonerate them from any charge of slackness with 
regard to college activities. When it is a question of an important 
hockey match, such as the one on Monday, for instance, they are 
very eager for a week beforehand i" urging others to accompany 
them to it, only to explain at the last moment thai they have some 
pressing call in another direction. It produces a most dampening 

effect on a student to go to such an affair, in full expectation of 
meeting a dozen of his classmates who had promised to he there, only 
to meet with empty seals. It was this way with the tea-room at 

Strathcona Hall. <>n Friday afternoons everybody discovered im- 
portant engagements which they had forgotten. 

The real reason for all this is that tic men students, in tin' first 
two. years at least, never think of finding out, before making an en- 
gagement) whether there is some affair booked I'm' the same day at 
the University, and whether it is their duty to attend it. To return 
to the example given, when we have a good team, and one which 
seems to have the besl of chances of winning the championship in 
the league, there is not the slightest excuse for a man's not turning 
out to support it, and there is certainly none for liis deliberately 
making a " date" for the evening of an important match, when 
knowing that his presence w ill help it to win. 

It might he noted in this connection that I. aval College, whose 
team is to mecl McQ ill's on Monday, has never any trouble in having 

a big attendance at the Arena to cheer on their players, even al- 
though all of these are not Students. The teams wearing the red and 
white of old McOill is entirely a student one. as we have cause to 
know, after the loss of two players who were not taking the two 
courses necessary to render them eligible, We are surely not to con- 
clude that college spirit is more lively at Laval than at McGill, yet 
this conclusion is hard to avoid in view of the small attendance at 
the last two games. 

Let lis hope, then, that Monday evening will see a goodly sec- 
tion of seats filled with McGill supporters ready to do their share in 
gaining the victory, and that no "pressing engagements" will devel- 
op to prevent their attendance. 



CO-ORDINATE INTERESTS. 

The labor interests of the country are coming to recognize that 
the colleges ami tin- universities, especially those that are supported 
by the public, are working toward the bcttermenl of the conditions 
of the working ehiss. In Pennsylvania the state federation id' labor 
lias established forty scholarships at Pennsylvania State college for 
the education of skilled tradesmen and women members of labor or- 
ganizations. Last winter ii lecture course for the benefit of the 

members of the Central Trades Council of Seattle was given at the 
local Labor Temple by the university extension division. These are 
two striking examples of this grow ing good feeling, 

Until there is an absence of friction between the labor interests 
and thi- universities, the institutions of higher learning cannot 

achieve the greatest results. These institutions mtisl look to tin- 
universities l'or a solution of their problems. 

The universities have during the past decade made a study of 
the needs id' the working class and have widened the seope of their 

curriculum to meet the ever-growing need. Organized labor has the 
right to demand that it be served by the universities. Until H makes 
known its* reasonable demands to these institutions, the greatest co- 
operation cannot exist between these two great social organizations,

DEFENCE OF CANADA IN THE 
LIGHT OF CANADIAN 
HISTORY.

The following is a synopsis 
of the article. 

In the spring Of ivi.', roar men sail- 
ed from Canada to Kngland. as Com 
inisaioners to confer with the Imper- 
ial authorities on the defense of Can- 
ada, and on other matters. 

The events leading up to this were 
ihe American Civil War, the Trent 
affairs of 1S6I and the Fenian threats 
Tills conference arose out of prevl 
ouh correspondence, showing l hat 
Canada was not only expected to < on 
tribute men and money to huild up 
the military power in llritish Am- 
erica, hut that such contributions 
should be made Independent of local 
parliamentary control. The Duke of 
Newcaatle recommended "aome new 
form of taxation apart from custom 
dutlcr,' and advised that the admin 
Istratlon and supply of funds should 
be free from the action of polities. 

This Count II pointed out to the Im- 
perial Government that the defense 
for iiritlsh America wa» to be found 
In the increase of her population and 
the extending of her national works. 
They agreed to train a militia force 
provided the cost did not exceed 
$1, 000,000 annually. This council 
contended that volunteer organization 
was suited for the country, and there j 



"was a de. ided aversion lo compul- 
sory service." 

The Duke had suggested taxation 
other than custom duties, but the 
council did not deem such a course 
advisable, 

The four men who refused to us- 
sume (bat a nation's neighbor should 
he Its permanent enemy, and who 
saw in thrift a greater strength in 
times of trial than could be obtained 
by hired soldiers were. Sir John A. 
Macdonald. Unuritp Ktienne ('artier. 
Oeorge Brown and Alexander T. Qalt. 

The second feature of contrast be- 
tween the policy of the fathers of Ihe 
Confederation and recent administra- 
tors is the Idea of the standing army 
During Sir John Maedonalds lime 

ihe "Permanent Militia" of Canada 
was restricted to 1,000 men, but In 
i»i4 this had Increased to 8,000, with 
an increased expenditure of more 
than a million dollars. 

sir John a. Macdonald** principles 
were both simple und reasonable, viz., 
that Canada should not create a 
standing army, that her defence 
should be by her own Citizens, and 
thai that servie,, should be (unfilled 
to her own soil. It Is clear I hat as 
far as Sir John was Concerned his 
Judgment was based lo two considers 
Hons. One was a sympathetic re 
gard for Hie temper of Ihe Freni h 
Canadians, who love liberty a&d 
peace; Ihe other was that Ihe polo y 
of non-interference was reasonable in 
Itself. 

It is the writer's belief that it ihe 
conscience of the Canadian people 
were laid bare, the true (onrUHon of 
the people In ISM would confirm arel 
not deny Ihe principles of defence 
laid down in 1865.

Sam. Johnson, more popularly 
known as "Jack," was one of the 
greatest writers and pugilists of his 
day. He attained the world's cham- 
pionship by defeating "Tommy" It.

At the expiration of six months from lhe date of the staking, the pros 
pector, to retain his rights, must take out a mining license.

The mining license may cover 40 to 200 acres in unsurveyed territory. 
The price of this license Is Fifty Cents an acre per year, and a fee of $10.00 
on l6sue. It Is valid for one year, and Is renewable on the same termB, on 
producing an affidavit that during the year work has been performed to the 
extent of at least twenty-five dnys' labor on each forty acres. 

MINING CONCESSION. 

Notwithstanding the above, a mining concession may be acquired at any 
time at the rate of $5.00 an acre for SUPERIOR METALS, and $3.00 an acre 
for INFERIOR MINERALS. 

The attention of prospectors is specially called lo the territory In the 
North-Western part of the Province of Quebec, north of the height of land, 
where Important mineralized belts are known to exist.
